Time, if wo wore te call in n few p r e min e nt members ef 
foe petreleam indost ry to advise as ca inteUigeaee in foe petroleum Arid, 
we would technically have an industry advisory committoe. Hers foe 
pretdem is crested by foe antitrust laws which forbid representativee 
ef varieus romp a at ss conferring ia any manner font could bo deemed 
to be badness collaboration. While U is quite obvious foal any such 
paaal called for oar purposes would net be foe type ef collaboration 
violating the antitrust laws, foe problem Is to bo able to demonstrate 
this.
